Dean of Students Thomas 
Trawick explained that “after 
the* student has graduated the 
federal government will pay 
three per cent of the six per 
cent leaving the student to pay 
the remaining three per cent in a 
period not to exceed 15 years.”

“There are two controls on the 
local level,’”’ Dr. Johnson stated,

gram. “The lending institutions 
deal directly with the borrower 
rather than through a govern- 
mental agency,” he explained.

Don Bell Found 
Thief Still Loose 


The Saga of El Don Bell is 
beginning to sound like a brok- 
en record. 

What Santa Ana College Dean 
of Students Thomas Trawick 
termed as ‘a vicious, senseless 
act of vandalism” destroyed the 
upper portions of the bell’s stan- 
dard in the flag pole area some- 
time between Dec. 16 and 19, 
one of many incidents of the bell 
this semester. 

A heavy object like a sledge 
hammer was used to remove the 
bell according to police reports.

The bell is now back on camp- 
us and locked up.

“If 
not,” stated Trawick, “the stu- 
dents will have to foot the bill.” 


‘“‘We haven’t a clue as to who 
did it,” commented Trawick. “I 
am very sincerely unhappy that 
we were unable to apprehend the 
persons.”

End SAC Re-Run Today 


Rules Day 


Plurality 


At Election Balloting

Santa Ana College must be 
feeling the effects of the actors’ 
influence on California politics. 

How else would you explain an 
election “re-run?” 

But actually whether Gov. 
Ronald Reagan or _ Senator 
George Murphy had any real in- 
fluence on yesterday’s and to- 
day’s replay of last week’s SAC 
polling is doubtful. 

Monday’s Supreme Court de- 
cision invalidating last week’s 
election must be given credit for 
the “hold over performance.” 
The court, in rendering its ver- 
dict in the case of “Andrew 
Jackman vs. the ASSAC,” de- 
clared the following: 

“The final election is to be 
decided on a plurality of the to- 
tal valid votes cast during the 
official poll hours. Valid votes 
shall be only those votes which 
are cast in accordance with pre- 
scribed poll procedures.” 

Aimed at curbing “irregular- 
ities’? as appeared in last week’s 
balloting, the court thus called 
for this election. 

A sampling of student govern- 
ment candidates affected by the 
court ruling disclosed varying 
comments on the situation. 

Randy Smith, ASSAC presi- 
dential candidate, said, “I had so 
much looked forward to the elec- 
tion being over, so naturally to 
find out it would be another 
week was quite a disappointment. 
But I’m real happy with the way 
the election procedures are be- 
ing run. And if we have a good 
election, I’ll be satisfied.” 

Mike Wilde, also vying for the 
top ASSAC post, said, “I feel 
that it was unfortunate that the 
election had to be invalidated but 
it is in the best interest of the 
student body to strengthen the 
ASSAC constitution.” 

With tongue-in-cheek Harold 
Dunham, only candidate for vice 
president, stated, “Things look 
encouraging at this point but I 
don’t want to make any state- 
ment until the last vote is count- 
ed.” 


Liz Coates, running for Assoc- 
iated Women’s president, remark- 
ed, “I think it’s good, except I’m 
going to die because the tension 
is becoming worse.” 

Nancy Newcomb, also a candi- 
date for AWS prexy, stated, “I 
was disappointed that I had to 
renew my campaign but it be- 
came a new challenge for me. I 
think it was to the best advan- 
tage of the candidates to have 
the new election.” 

Result of the election will be 
announced in an El Don special 
edition due on the news stands 
Monday afternoon. The last of 
El Don’s fall campus coverage, 
the final will highlight all elec- 
tion happenings. 


Senate Passes 


Timely (?) Bill 


An ironic note was struck at 
Monday’s senate meeting as Sen- 
ate Bill III-22 was introduced by 
Senator John Medaille. 


The bill provided for “the com- 
missioner of justice holding a 
meeting for all poll workers to 
inform them of voting regula- 
tions and polling procedures,’ 
according to Randy Smith, 
ASSAC vice president. 

Candidates in‘olved in last 
week’s voided election might well 
chuckle when the: learn that the 
bill was to have been introduced 
at the last senate meeting before 
Christmas vacation. 


It was kept from being intro- 
ducd, however, by extended de- 
bate on an upcoming ICC car- 
wash that delayed introduction 
until after the election. 


It was the controversy over 
the manner in which the election 
was conducted that caused the 
supreme court decision to void 
the election earlier this week. 

Following its introduction on 
the floor Monday, the bill was 
sent to the rules committee and 
should be returned to the senate 
at the next meeting.

The propsal was made as one of 
many ideas to cut state expenditures — as 
a part of Reagan’s recent vow to balance 
the budget. 

And, as far as anyone knoms, it was 
only an idea, simply a propsal. There will 
undobutedly be many such proposals 
made before the final cuts are made.

MEYER UNDERGOES EXPERIMENT

“T’m starved!” “I’m fanished!”’ 

How many Santa Ana College 
students really know what it is 
like to be starved, to be fanish- 
ed? Probably the longest period 
of time the average American 
goes without food is, at the most, 
12 hours. 

Don C. Meyer, SAC instructor 
of psychology and _ sociology, 
knows what real hunger is. He 
once went seven days without 
food. 

Meyer, several years ago, re- 
ceived as part of his graduate 
curriculum, in studying for his 
Doctorate Degree, an _ assign- 
ment to travel to Brazil to help 
educate and up-date the ideas of 
several of the Amazon tribes. 


“In many casec the food 
wasn’t fit to eat,” claimed Meyer. 
“Several times I had to go as 
much as five days without food 
because of the unsanitary condi- 
tions.” 

When Meyer returned to the 
United States, he immediately 
became interested in the history 
of nutrition and its good habits. 
After making an in-depth study 
of nutrition, Meyer decided to 
conduct an experiment in star- 
vation on himself. 


Under a doctor’s supervision, 


Meyer went for seven days with- 
out any consumption of food. He 
did, however, receive a program- 
med supply of water that he took 
about every three hours. 


“The reaction to the test was 
as I had anticipated,” Meyer add- 
ed. “During the first two days I 
felt extreme pains of hunger, but 
after the third day they left me. 
After that the desire for food 
was gone. Food was no longer a 
necessity to my system. A steady 
pattern developed on the last 
four days of the experiment. 
About every four hours I could 
feel myself getting weaker.” 

When the experiment conclud- 
ed, Meyer returned to his normal 
diet after several days of eating 
small proportioned meals. “This 
is done because the stomach ac- 
tually shrinks during a period of 
time when no food is consumed. 
It is a known fact that the major- 
ity of the people’s stomachs are 
smaller than what the average 
person feeds into it. The stom- 
ach stretches to meet the needs.” 

“People eat too much as it is,” 
remarked Meyer. “I have found 
that the average student eats 
too much of what is considered 
as bad nutrition. Fruit and juices 
are a major necessity that is 
lacked by most teenagers.” 


Meyer is surprised that most

of his students are interested in 
his experiment. “I guess the rea- 
son why they are, especially the 
girls, is because of the stress on 
dieting in today’s society. Oddly 
enough, however, it is more dan- 
gerous to eat very little food 
than it is to go completely with- 
out it for a long period of time. 
Eating very little constantly 
keeps the hunger pains, whereas 
they leave you after awhile when 
you eat nothing at all.” 


.-He added that the nutrition 
scientists agree that the best 
meal plan for the human body is 
for the person to eat small meals 
about five or six times a day. 
This they feel would help cure 
the fifth major health problem 
of Americans, over-weight. 


“T feel that probably the main 
reason why we all eat too much 
is because of the influence of 
television advertising. When I 
was in Brazil, I felt very little 
desire for food because I was 
away from its influences.” 


This is Meyer’s second year at 
SAC. He is a graduate of Cali- 
fornia State College at Long 
Beach. He attended Pepperdine 
College for his Graduate study. 

Meyer tries to stress the im- 
portance of good health and nu- 

trition habits in his classes. 


Suddenly there were things 
to do, people to meet, places to 
go.

Nearly half a million students 
will be dismissed from college for 
academic reasons this year! 


But due to Operation Come- 
back in Ventura, Calif., many 
will overcome their handicap to 
become qualified for re-admis- 
sion. 


“Essentially,” explains its di- 
rector, Dr. Ralph Odom, “Opera- 
tion Comeback is a process of 
self-rehabilitation under the gui- 
dance of educators experienced 
in teaching the basic skills need- 
ed for the mastery of any college 
subject.” 


The first task of Dr. Odom 
and his staff is to administer to 
each applicant a series of tests 
to discover the reasons for fail- 
ure and determine the potential 
for success following a program 
of individualized educational 
assistance.

Students who are accepted at 
Operation Comeback will under- 
go a rigorous full-time schedule 
of “learning how to learn.” They 


will learn to read with both 
speed and comprehension. They 
will learn to write effectively, 
learn vocabulary and spelling, 
how to think accurately, listen 
for meaning and recall, study for 


examinations, and how to devel- 
op personal habits of disciplined 
study.
